HE Marquis de Prie has not yet 

had any Audience of the Pope, 
_becaufe of fome Difficulties in 

the Ceremonial ; or rather becaufe 

he refufes to open himfelf to Cardinal Pau- 


lucci, Minifter of State to the Pope, who 


he affirms is an avow’d Enemy to the Houfe 
of Auftria. On the other Hand the M. de 
Theffe has declar'd,that ifthe Pope enter into 
an Accommodation with the Emperour and 
K.Charles If1, he will make fuch Difcoveries 
as will not be very agreeable to the Court 
of Rome. Inthe mean Time ’tis reported, 
that Yeiterday was appointed for the Mar- 
quis to have an Audience of the Pope ; but 
that the Evening before, his Holinefs fent 
him Word, that he could not give him any 
Audience unlefs he would acquiefce in his 
Holinefs’s Difcretion and treat with his  or- 
dinary Minifters; and that hereupon the 
faid Marquis has fent an Exprefs to Vienna, 
for further Inftructions. In the mean Time 
We have an Account, that the Imperialifts 
have poffefs’d themfelves of Bondeno, Stel- 
lata, and the Bridge of Lago-Scuro, and 
have in a manner Block’d up Ferrara. His 
Holynefs’s new raisd Forces, are in no 
Condition to make Head againft the Impe- 
rialifts ; being very ill provided with Arms, 
Cloaths, Tents, and other Neceffaries. And 
We can entertain but litte Hopes of Affift- 
ance from France, becaufe the two mart- 


time Potentates are Matters of the Medi- 


terranean ; and there is at this Time a 
Squadron of Britifh Ships at Leghorn.

(where the high Court of Jufticiary was 
fitting) and the Witneffes and Affyfers be- 
being call’d, the Indi&ment of High Trea- 
fon was read, and the Lawyers on both 
Sides being fully heard on the Relevancy 
of the Indi&ment, were appointed to give 
in Informations on the pleadings to the 
Lords, betwixt this and Friday-Night , 
and on the the 22d the Lords are to Meet 
* again and advife the Relevancy. 

Plymouth, Nov. 21: Yefterday arriv’d the 
Catherine of and for London, Captain 
Piercy, from Barbadoes, Burthen .400 Ton 
and 24 Guns. She did'belong to the Fleet 
under Convoy of the Greenwich, &c. but 
parted 5 Weeks fince from them. They can- 
not give any Account of the reft of the 
Ships which were feparated about 3 Weeks 
fince.
